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Center School Houses Tri-Towns’ Premier 
Timepiece

The clock Tower that rings several times a day 
and soon will make a sound to signify the end of the 2021- 
22 school year for Center School students is scheduled for 
an outer facelift this summer. Inside the timepiece that 
faces north, south, east and west across Mattapoisett is a 
fascinating array of equipment that looks two parts Harry 
Potter and one part Willy Wonka. 

“When we applied to the state for money to do 
the clock restoration, they wouldn’t fund it,” said Ray 
Andrews, the clock’s caretaker who over a decade ago 
spearheaded 
a movement 
to save the 
contraption from 
going digital. 

He 
considered it 
ironic that the 
clock would 
not qualify as 
an educational 
component. 

“We had 
to do private 
fundraising, 
as we raised 
$33,000 
in private 
donations,” said 
Andrews, whose 
advocacy group 
then applied 
for Community

Preservation Act funds and was subsequently awarded 
$55,000 by the town’s Community Preservation 
Committee. 

The Seth Thomas-brand, weight-driven 
pendulum clock was built in Thomaston, Connecticut, in 
1898. 

Situated in what is known as the Clock Tower, 
the inner workings of the clock sit on three levels like 
an archeological tell in synch with the revisions that the 
school building has seen since its original, 19th century 
construction. 

Each movement up stairs (or an elevator) and into 
a southbound portion of the Center School building sends 
a visitor from the school’s 1952-53 section to a 1936 section 
and finally the 1898 section. 

Originally, the clock operated on one floor with an 
18-inch drive shaft to its bevel-gear differential. The drive 
shaft now reaches 32 feet to the top floor of the tower 
where four clock faces shine on Mattapoisett. 

Andrews explained that the clock once seized up 
because well-intentioned attendees sprayed the dry-gear 
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parts with a commercial lubricant spray intended for 
more liberal applications. The mistake resulted in a need 
to drill out ports in order to save the original pieces. Any 
replacement thereof, warned Andrews, would forever 
compromise the clock’s operational exactness. A replica of 
the outside dial sits on the side of the mechanism. 

The entire mechanism sits behind a lockable glass 
enclosure, the beneficiary of a $5,000 donation from the 
Howard Stillman Bates Foundation. 

“Howie was a wonderful character, he loved 
Mattapoisett,” said Andrews. 

The mechanism needs to be wound 200 times a 
week on the bell side and 105 times on the time side. That 
activity once belonged to a young Andrews as a Center 
School student. 

It is truly a museum-level timepiece, and 
Andrews hopes the fascination he discovered interacting 
with the clock at such a young age inspires current 
students that would otherwise never be exposed to the 
rich history of precision machinery that once dominated 
America’s culture. 


Life of an American Colonial Child 
Mattapoisett Museum

On June 11, the Mattapoisett Museum hosted a 
presentation by two of the Fairhaven Village Militia, who 
gave youngsters a peek at the lives of children during the 
colonial era, starting with the clothing. 

Lori Richards portrayed a middle-class 
homemaker, while Skip Faulkner represented her male 
counterpart. Richards began by describing the clothing 
from those earliest days. 

Homespun threads of wool and cotton from 
carded fibers was the first process used to create threads. 
Once drawn through the carding combs, the threads were 
twisted and spun on a spinning wheel to create long 
seamless strands. These would later be turned into lengths 
of cloth using a loom. The homespun cloths were used 
to make clothing for the family members and were worn 
with care to ensure, as best as possible, that they could not 
become stained or ruined.

Richards said that it was not uncommon for Residential & Commercial

Richards told the youth-filled audience that long Upgrade Your Gas Heating System 
before children of this era wore everyday clothing like 
their parents, they wore long dresses. “From infants to 
children around (age) five or six wore long, white dresses 
to show they were very young, not ready yet to have 
chores. Boys and girls wore the same type of gowns and 
had long hair.” 

Faulkner described a man’s clothing as 
comprising long stockings, pantaloons that stopped at 
the knees, linen shirts, a waistcoat, leather shoes with “i 
detached buckles and a hat. Like women of the era, a man PATOL PIMMIDer #lopoe aeeneee Well 
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always wore a hat outside the home and took good care of 
it. Hats provided protection from the sun and the rain, he 
said. Hats were often decorated with an emblem noting 
an affiliation with a group or a political group. Richards 
said that women always kept their heads covered, 
sometimes with a cloth cap and a bonnet on top. 

Clothing had to last, the presenters emphasized, 
because cloth was difficult to produce in quantities 
sufficient to clothe an entire family. “It took about 9 yards 
to make a full set of clothes,” Faulkner explained. “Hence 
the phrase ‘the whole 9 yards’ came into being.” 

Bathing habits were briefly addressed, as 
Richards said that full-body bathing was not the trend 


during this era but that people did keep themselves clean

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through spot washing. Dental hygiene, however, suffered. 

Richards said that charcoal might be rubbed 
on the teeth as grit to clean the tooth surfaces, but that 
brushes were yet to be invented. “By the time people were 
40 to 45, they had lost most of their teeth,” he said. 

Girls, after the stage of wearing long infant 
gowns, wore clothing that resembled adults’ outfits. 

They were also conscripted to do woman’s work in the 
kitchen, or caring for younger siblings, or sewing, or all of 
these tasks, chores and more. Dishes, pots and pans were 
crafted from metal, wood or sometimes pottery. Forks had 
two or three tines only. Washing up after meals fell to the 
young girls. 

Boys were expected to follow their male leads 
into the farm fields, out on the fishing boats or into 
merchant trades. 

Faulkner said that men between the ages of 16 
and 60 who were not paid soldiers had to belong to local 
militia units and to participate in weekly drills. Teenagers 
were considered adults, it was noted. 

Children were primarily home-schooled or went 
to church schools to learn basic reading, writing and 
computation skills, Richards said. She said that children 
were taught reading, using a New England Primer first 
printed in 1790s for the colonies. 

Neither boys nor girls had much in the way of 
leisure time with the possible exception of after church 
on Sundays and even then, play most likely had to have

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a religious theme. Fishing on Sundays was permitted, 
Faulkner said, because although it could be considered 
a recreational activity, it also provided food if the angler 
was successful. 

The children in attendance were given the 
opportunity to try games played by earlier colonial 
children or try on period articles of clothing. One game 
the kids found interesting was the Jacob’s Ladder. The 
toy gives the illusion of wooden blocks sliding from one 
to another and is named after the biblical reference in 
Genesis of the stairway to heaven. 

As the presentation drew to a close, the children 
were fascinated by the early toy replicas and used them 
with the same joyful abandon their early counterparts 
enjoyed in spite of having cell phones in their back 
pockets.

“This is the 
best team ever,” said 
Bindas. “We all get 
along very well. ... Even our second doubles (team) has 
spin on their serves. ... I think the whole team has come a 
long way.” 

The last time Bindas competed for the state 
high school championship it was in the state individual 
tournament when she was but a seventh-grader. Bindas 
still made the semifinal round. At 5-foot-6, she is much 
stronger than she was then, and 2022 seemed to be the 
year that she would contend in earnest for the individual 
title. 


That title is not there for the taking this spring, 
but Bindas is contented for now in being a stronger 
athlete and a better tennis player. 

“T think I’ve finally, like, solidified my entire 
game. I’ve gotten better with height and margin over the 
net,” said Bindas, who has developed a more attacking 
style of game. 

Net rushes are rare in high school tennis, but 
Bindas has the overall game and tennis acumen to 
understand how to sniff out opportunities to take the 
ball on the rise and in the air rather than staying back 
and trying to out-rally an opponent. She has worked 
relentlessly over the years with area professionals to shore 
up weaknesses and develop an arsenal of weapons. 

“When I was younger, I didn’t know quite when I 
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should come to net, but I think I’ve gotten better at that,” 
she said. 
A player of Bindas’ caliber typically plays a 
lot more competitive tennis outside of the high school 
schedule, but a tightness in her back muscles has held her 
back in USTA competition to doubles. Rather than serving 
every other game as in singles, the doubles rotation 
means a player is serving once every four games instead. 
Bindas has nonetheless cruised through her 
2022 high school season at first singles for the Vikings. 
Her matches more often than not ended 6-0, 6-0, and she 
face her top competition in the South Coast Conference 
while playing with an injured shoulder. Bindas served 
underhanded and still gave up only two games in the

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victory. 

“A couple of summers ago I practiced serving 
underhand because I had a shoulder injury,” she recalled. 
“As long as you put a lot of spin on it, it can be effective 
as long as it doesn’t float up.” 

Physical therapy has helped her maintain her 
tennis career and has been a game changer for Bindas. 

“Oh, 100 percent,” she said. “I feel good ... it has 
come a long way. I think it’s been working. Especially, the 
first couple months, I think it’s really made a good impact 
on me.” 

The past two summers Bindas was not able to 
work on her singles game, but she says she’s ready to give 
it a harder go this summer. She has been working on her 
game with Brandeis coach Christo Schultz and at Sippican 
Tennis Club with Dustin Goldenberg. Soon college 
coaches will be following her from event to event. 

“I think it would be really nice to play Division 
I (women’s tennis in college), but I’m also okay with 
playing for a really strong D-III school,” she said. 

Because she started taking high school classes in 
seventh grade, Bindas will have an option as to whether 
she stays at Wareham High two more years or graduates a 
year early. 

“I think I want to go into the medical field. I’m 
not sure what yet, but I’ve looked at optometry, physical 
therapy, I looked at that a lot,” she said. 

Bindas is scheduled to go back to singles 
competition this weekend in a USTA sectional 
competition, but if the Vikings are in Saturday’s state final 
at MIT, that’s where she will be. That would be a welcome 
conflict. 

Until her singles competition ramps back up, 
Bindas wants to win the gold ball with doubles partner 
Isabella Camacho at the national doubles tournament this 
summer in Florida. 


Morse Wins Recount by One Vote 
Town of Rochester Election

Tuesday morning’s recount of the 2022 Rochester 
Select Board vote at the Senior Center managed to get 
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closer than the two-vote difference tabulated after the 
May 25 Town Election. 

Incumbent Brad Morse retained his seat after 
the recount produced a 582-581 edge in his favor against 
Adam Murphy’s challenge. There were also counted 
two write-in votes and 32 ballots left blank. The original 
vote had Morse winning, 582-580, prompting Murphy’s 
immediate request for the recount. 

“It was going one vote one way or one vote the 
other way. It just shows you every vote counts,” said 
Morse. “I was overly impressed with the process.” 

Upon the result, Murphy shook hands with 
the victor and walked to the back of the room to tell his 
supporters, “He won by one vote.” 

And that was it. 

“It’s a loss, right? But it was necessary for the 580 


people that did vote (for me) and we did it,” said Murphy. 


“There’s the outcome, one vote. Can’t really say much 
more than that.” 

Murphy said he has no immediate plans to 
run again for Select Board. He ran in 2020 and lost a

Each table had a reader and a 
recorder. When a table finished a packet, it was returned 
and logged by staff sitting at a table at the front of the 
room. Then that table received another 50-ballot packet. 

Tuesday’s recount was not Town Clerk Paul 
Dawsons first ever, but it was the closest ever on his 
watch. 

One Murphy vote and a second write-in vote 
were apparently missed in the original count. A missing 
write-in vote, explained Dawson, is often the result of a 
voter failing to color in the oval at the write-in line and 
only enter a name. 

“The machine looks at that oval, it doesn’t look 
at anything else,” said Dawson, noting the effect on the 
overall ballot count. Tuesday’s 1,197 ballot total was 
one greater than the count tabulated on May 25; the 
discrepancy was discovered Tuesday morning when 
it was learned one of the 50-ballot envelopes actually 
contained 51 ballots.

It also occurs to me that if we feel compelled to 
spend every group milestone we reach trying to make 
sense of life, then maybe the real message is that life 
doesn’t make any sense. What are we in school for? 
Explain COVID-19 to me. You know, how long has 
Mr. Becker really been at Tabor? But in this miasma of 
uncertainty there is boundless opportunity. Each of us 
gets to decide for ourselves what it means. 

One January afternoon I found myself in the most 
crucial role I’ve had at Tabor Academy: Tabor Hockey 
League (THL) goaltender with around 30 seconds left. I 
was getting peppered with shots. The red team special 
line was in front of my net, five on one, as the rest of my 
teammates were dusting the ice and toe picking on the 
other end. I made 1... 2... 3 ... saves as the clock ticked 
down toward zero. 

Then, something unthinkable happened. 
Someone lifted the puck off the ground. I watched in awe 
as the game winning goal leapt over my pad, into the net, 
and down in intramural hockey history just as the good 
old hockey game was finishing on the speakers. Naturally 
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a pig pile celly, which is hockey lingo for celebration, 
ensued for the red team, and I was left in the crease, still 
in shock. 

But for those of you who don’t know the THL, 
memory regarding wins and losses runs pretty short. 
Next thing you know there are a few black jerseys in the 
celly pile, too, because every time the THL plays a game, 
the THL wins. Together, we found joy, connection, and 
purpose. The joy I, and so many others, found in the 
Tabor Hockey League was not only the product of the 
goals we scored or the faces we planted, but from being 
there every day with 30 people who were just excited to 
be together. We were terrible. We were beautiful and we 
had fun, but mostly we were terrible. 

I found purpose in big cellys for bad hockey. 
Other Seawolves found their purpose in geeking out, in 
making art, in lending a hand. The limitations imposed by 
COVID-19 did not stop us, but instead forced us to push 
against our own limits and find our joy, our connection, 
and our own purpose. 

Learning to work hard and work together might 
be the most important lesson we learned here. As we 
move on, no matter what kinds of communities are in our 
future, we will enrich them with the strength and spirit 
we bring. We will move mountains ... or hills or pig piles; 
whatever we decide.

‘Dangerous’ Dog Ordered Put Down 
Marion Select Board

The 44-minute, June 9 public hearing was held via 
Zoom video conferencing, but evident was the heaviness 
with which Marion Select Board Chairman Randy Parker 
sought a motion that board member Norm Hills would 
deliver and board member Toby Burr would second to 
order humane euthanization for a Marion dog named 
Stella. 

The subsequent vote was conditioned at the 
advice of Town Counsel Jon Witten to take place no 
sooner than 14 days after Tuesday’s ratification of the 
decision in another special meeting of the board. 
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The “dangerous dog” hearing was the result 
of a complaint filed by local Animal Control Officer 
Susan Connor alleging a May 17 attack by a dog owned 
by David and Jennifer MacDonald on a small dog in 
Watertown, Connecticut, during a visit to the Taft School 
campus. 

Based on an October 16, 2018, order of the 
Marion Select Board following a prior incident resulting 
in the death of another dog, Stella was already deemed 
dangerous, and conditions for her being kept by the 
MacDonalds included the stipulation that she be muzzled 
when off their 40 Spring Street property. 

Hills’ motion and Burr’s second were based on 
their conclusion that the conditions set in 2018 were “not 
being followed,” that “the owner had a responsibility” 
and “failed to comply.” 

“I will say that none of us here on the board in all 
of our terms have had to deal with any of these decisions. 
It’s just not easy,” said Parker. 

Upon opening the public hearing, Witten laid 
out for the Select Board three basic options: 1. take no 
action; 2. “amplify conditions” (increase the insurance 
requirement, plant a microchip in the dog or other steps 
such as install an enclosure); 3. order the dog to be 
humanely euthanized. 

Testimony at the public hearing came from David 
MacDonald, Maura Quatrano of Watertown, Connecticut 
(owner of the dog injured on May 17), Quatrano’s 
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attorney Robert W. Galvin and the Marion Police. 

Given the floor, David MacDonald expressed 
regret for the May 17 incident and noted that Jennifer 
MacDonald shares in that regret. He said she has cared for 
10 animals in her life, having adopted several. 

Transitioning into the matter of the town’s 
complaint and the impounding of Stella on May 20, David 
MacDonald took issue with what he considered one-sided 
information in the police affidavit. He acknowledged that 
Stella bit Quatrano’s dog Milo but said comparing the 
incident to what happened in 2018 is “just inaccurate.” He 
said testimony of a witness to the 2018 incident indicated 
that Stella may not have been the aggressor. 

Regarding the May 17 incident at Taft School, 
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David MacDonald argued that since Connecticut does not 
have a dangerous dog statute and because the incident 
occurred there, it is out of any Massachusetts town’s 
jurisdiction. 

Describing the parking lot where the incident 
occurred as “nearly vacant” and maybe twice the 
size of that at the Tabor Academy hockey rink, David 
MacDonald did not consider Jennifer MacDonald letting 
Stella sit under a tree without a muzzle to be a reckless 
much less defiant act. 

He said that upon the attack of Quatrano’s dog 
that was walking by where Stella was sitting, Jennifer 
MacDonald immediately tried to restrain Stella and 
jumped on Milo in an effort to protect the smaller dog 
from further harm. He said Jennifer MacDonald reached 
out to Quatrano afterward and arranged to pay half of the 
veterinary bills. 

David MacDonald further stated that in the 
aftermath, he and Jennifer MacDonald had been looking 
into solutions at their home and at the possibility of 
moving the dog out of state to other family members. 

“We were trying to come up with a solution, but 
it seemed like decisions were already made,” he said. “We 
ask you to reconsider ... we’re comfortable with very strict 
conditions.” 

Witten assured David MacDonald that no 
decision had been made prior to the “first substantive 
hearing” and that this was the Select Board’s first time 
addressing the May 17 incident. 

Witten also clarified that no Marion representative 
is claiming jurisdiction in Connecticut but that the 
conditions established in 2018 were that Stella remain 
muzzled when off the premises of the MacDonalds’ 
Marion residence. Therefore, he advised the Select Board 
that it could accept the police report emanating from 
Watertown, Connecticut. 

David MacDonald did not dispute the facts 
of the case that Stella was not muzzled at the time 
of the incident, but he reiterated his jurisdictional 
argument. He also stressed that a veterinarian’s written 
statement indicates that Stella is of no danger to people. 
Witten instructed him to submit that statement to the 
Select Board’s office. As of last week, Stella remained 
impounded in Dartmouth. 

Given the floor, Quatrano told the board that her 
dog will never be same after the attack that nearly took 
his life and emotionally asked Jennifer MacDonald why 
she ignored the restrictions placed on Stella. 

Galvin told the board that Quatrano by the 
time of the public hearing had accumulated $2,800 in 
veterinary bills with more still due and that his client has 
documentation of $2,600 in lost wages. 

David MacDonald said that he would provide 
proof that he acquired the insurance required of the 2018 
order. 

It was not known on Tuesday if the MacDonalds 
planned to appeal the Select Board’s decision.

The fifth grader 
stood proudly before the board to have her picture taken 
and to receive a certificate for her third-place standing in 
the statewide Arbor Day Poster Contest. The poster theme 
was Be A Cool Community, Plant Trees! This theme tied in 
nicely with a theme in another format. 
Old Rochester Regional students, as a school 
project, selected timely themes and conducted research 
and came up with ideas on how to manage and improve 
environmental issues, animal rights, infrastructure needs 
and other issues not only facing Mattapoisett but facing 
the world. 
The school project, titled Civic Action Programs, 
asked the students to select a theme and then expound 
upon it in a formalized presentation for the Select Board. 
Madison Dos Santos selected, “Global Warming, 30N SUNNYNOOK F'armM 
: : Pa eck Road Rochester, MA ¢ 508-763-5405 
An Idea about Planting Trees in our Community.” Grace Mon.-Fri. 8:00-5pm, Sat 8-4, Sun Closed 
Custadio and Giada Gandolfi’s project was on the theme 
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of “Littering Prevention.” Amanda, Emma and Delilah 
(whose last names were not made available to the board) 
developed a GoFundMe page for donations to animal 
shelters in the tri-town area with a goal of raising $5,000. 
Fixing roads and sidewalks was the topic worked on by 
Kent Spooner and Linden White. Taking on pollution 
were Nolan Blanchette and Blake Moreau. Bennett 
Goodwin selected water quality. And last, but far from 
least, was “Bad Sidewalks” by Andrew Oliveira. 

Select Board members spent time reviewing the 
submitted presentations and expressed their pleasure 
with the students’ work. It was determined that each 
student would receive a response from the board. 
Member Jodi Bauer said she would facilitate networking 
the students with the relevant town departments for 
further exploration of their theme. 

The board met with Andrew Nilson of Childs 
Engineering for a brief overview of the firm’s report on 
the current state of Long Wharf and options for repairs. 

Nilson said that a site visit was conducted in 
March, at which time it was noted that voids in the 
foundation and below-water structures required they list 
the wharf in “poor” condition. 

To summarize the project report, it stated in part, 
“.,.it was constructed in its current form in 1992 following 
a portion being damaged by Hurricane Bob. The current 
form ... includes a dry stacked rock seawall supporting 
the fill that comprises the wharf interior. It is assumed 
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that behind the masonry seawall the wharf is constructed 
of a combination of rock, soil, and concrete fill. With an 
asphalt deck.” 

The report stated that storms could impact the 
wharf to the point of making it completely unstable. “The 
structure as a whole remains stable...but lacked resiliency 
and is susceptible to overstressing or breakage during a 
storm event,” the report stated. 

Nilson noted that anticipated sea-level rise has 
to be one of the primary considerations when planning 
wharf repairs and improvements. Childs recommended 
“precast concrete with steel reinforcing modular block 
wall to encapsulate the existing wharf. The existing 
wharf behind the new concrete block wall will need to 
be excavated and backfilled to eliminate voids, and the 
utilities replaced.” That option the Marine Advisory 
Board, had been told in May, comes with price tag of 
$4,700,000. 

But board member Jordan Collyer said there were 
concerns over removing historic stone features and asked 
Nilson to try and come up with a cost estimate that would 
allow the stones to be removed temporarily while the 
interior is repaired and then reestablished to their original 
locations. Collyer was referring to rose granite that had 
been quarried and used for wharf construction possibly in 
the mid-1800s. 

Nilson reiterated what the report stated that the 
current condition of the wharf could remain stable for as 
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long as the next 10 years but that any large weather event 
could cause damage to the deteriorating structure. 

In terms of long-term use of the wharf, Collyer 
said he couldn’t see any change in how the wharf in 
currently used for decades to come. He said industry 
simply couldn’t be supported and that recreational use 
was the primary function of the wharf. 

The board voted to establish seven boat-trailer 
parking spots at the Barstow Wharf parking next to 
the town beach as compensation for the loss of trailer 
parking at Railroad and Depot Streets due to the bike path 
contractor’s need to store materials and equipment at that 
location. 

Seasonal employees were appointed by the 
board to work as Deputy Harbormasters and Shellfish 
Constables. Those appointed are Luke Mello, Samuel 
Horsfall and Sydney Haskell. 

The board also met with members of the 
Mattapoisett Historical Commission Alex Murphy and 
Robert Spooner. The commissioners discussed designs 
for two new commemorative brick locations, possibly 
two at Ned’s Point. Information is available on the town’s 
website, Mattapoisett.net. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
was not scheduled. 
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Finance Committee Wraps Up FY22 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee

On June 9, the Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
met with Town Administrator Mike Lorenco to transfer 
funds, an annual process of balancing accounts just ahead 
of closing the books on FY22 and to receive updates on 
various grant-funded projects. 

The committee voted unanimously to transfer 
$136,000 from the Reserve Fund to the following accounts 
to balance several departmental budgets. 

Receiving $30,000 was the fuel account to 
cover escalating costs, which Lorenco said were “100 
percent” more than originally anticipated. Accrued 
liability associated with employees departing municipal 
employment received $50,000 to cover unused sick and 
vacation days. Staff salaries in the Building Department 
required and received $5,000 to cover overages, and 
$7,500 was needed to cover additional engineering 
costs associated with Old Slough Road and the Police 
Department parking lot. 

Lastly, $3,500 was transferred to cover heating 
costs for keeping the public bathrooms open year-round 
at the harbormaster’s office and for municipal grounds 
and building needs. 

In a sidebar, Lorenco commented that at the 
present time there are 17 open jobs with the Town of 
Mattapoisett that he is seeking to fill. The positions range 
from the Police Department, Town Hall Accounting 
Department, Library and Highway Department. 
Employee openings are posted at Mattapoisett.net, he 
said. 

Lorenco touched on the recently awarded 
fiber grant that will allow the town to establish better 
communications between various town departments. The 
town will need to pony up $8,108 for its share. He noted 
that the new optic fiber installation will not connect the 
schools, but added that a federal grant will be sought for 
that portion of the overall plan. Lorenco added that due 
to material delays, the anticipated interconnect start date 
will be sometime in March 2024. The committee voted to 
transfer the matching grant money. 

Lorenco said the town has the potential for 
being $800,000 under budget when all data is tallied and 
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that as much as $1,000,000 will be available in free cash 
once the FY22 books are closed. He said that another 
sum of approximately $1,800,000 is anticipated from the 
American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) and that the Select 
Board has not made any decisions on how those monies 
should be used. He pointed out the ARPA funds were to 
be used primarily for infrastructural projects such as the 
replacement of the sewer line over the Eel Pond breach. 
The Mattapoisett Finance Committee will now 
suspend meetings until late August or early September 
pending a possible Fall Town Meeting in November. 
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Bond Comes with Conditions, Criticism 
Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board Tuesday night 
approved a $805,000 surety bond for the developers of 
the massive Village at Plumb Corner housing project to 
begin Phase II of the construction process. First, however, 
the board chided the project’s technical consultant, Brian 
Wallace, over what has not been done to the panel’s 
satisfaction in Phase I. 

“Stuff we ask for, we never get,” Planning Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson complained. “Stuff you want, 
we make it happen.” 

All paving isn’t finished, and the Community 
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Building that was supposed be part of Phase I has not 
been constructed, Johnson elaborated, and work on the 
Countryside Child Care playground relocation has not 
started. 

The board also chided the developer’s use of 
the word “substantially” complete in its request to move 
on to Phase II. It is the board’s responsibility, not the 
developer’s, to decide when work is “substantially” done, 
Town Counsel Blair Bailey said. 

“We have done quite a bit of work over the last 
year,” Wallace responded, noting the work has been done 
at a steady pace. “But there are a lot of moving parts.” 

Wallace promised that construction of the 
community building will be done and ready for an 
occupancy permit around August 31, and the playground 
will be relocated around late August or early fall. 

“That Community Center foundation should 
have been done first,” Johnson responded, noting this 
was agreed upon as part of Phase I. 

The board then agreed that its consulting 
engineer, Ken Motta, would review the site work in order 
to prepare a full punch list of everything that must be 
completed before Phase II begins. 

In other business, the board announced it has 
received the draft decision approving the Countryside 
Child Care playground relocation plan. It delayed voting 
on the decision, pending input from Motta and Town 
Counsel Blair Bailey. 
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The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for Tuesday, June 28, at 7:00 pm. 


Creative Thinking Informs Bike-Path Clearing 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission

The June 2 meeting of the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission was broadcast in a hybrid 
format and uploaded to the ORCTV’s Vimeo page. On 
the agenda was the ongoing construction of a bike path 
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path requires a number of trees to be cleared, which in 
turn requires police supervision along populated streets 
in order to ensure no falling debris results in injuries 

or property damage. Or as MOSAC Chairperson John 
Rockwell more concisely put it, to avoid anyone “getting 
whacked.” 

It was brought up that falling limbs or other 
mishaps could result in outages along streets that have 
power lines, so any crews working in those areas should 
take extra care. The commissioners discussed various 
options for tree-removal companies, as well as the delays 
and increases in cost that have come about as a result 
of the pandemic. Gas prices in particular were cited as 
problematic, especially regarding the transportation and 
disposal of the felled trees. 

Rockwell suggested looking into selling the 
lumber to offset the cost of removal and suggested a 
mill might have use for the trees. Again, the cost of 
transportation was brought up as a factor, as well as how 
large the trees were, as some equipment was deemed 
unable to handle logs of a certain girth. 

In addition to police details and cutting costs, the 
commissioners discussed patterns and nesting behaviors 
of local birds in order to ensure clearing the trees won’t 
disrupt their activities. 

A question was raised by MOSAC member 
Debbie Ewing on behalf of Karen Gregory of the 
Marion Council on Aging, seeking information on work 
programs. Rockwell told the group that the Senior Work 
Group has previously assisted in the maintenance of 
trails and other natural areas by facilitating the removal 
of fallen branches, debris or litter. He had high praise for 
the program, stating it is a great way to get exercise while 
helping the community. The program requires support 
from both the Council on Aging and MOSAC. A member 
of MOSAC is present during outings. 

Discussion then moved on to grant updates. 
Rockwell informed the commission that they were 
successfully funded at the May 9 Town Meeting through 
the forestry grant for their survey work. As the grant 
money initially had a spend-by date of June 15 and the 
commission wouldn’t have authorization until at least 
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July, the request was resubmitted, and Rockwell was 
assured that MOSAC is in the front of the line. 

Next on the agenda was the Open Space plan, 
specifically the criteria used to determine and declare 
“open space.” The current criteria was set by a local 
survey taken in 1994, as applying for certain grants 
required set parameters. The commission suggested it is 
time for an updated set of criteria, and seeing as it’s been 
nearly three decades since the last survey to create such 
things, a new survey was suggested. 

The sticking point discussed was distribution, as 
nowadays paper surveys are not likely to generate much 
of a response, and digital surveys still require a method of 
distribution in order to get the word out to citizens. Still, 
a survey was landed upon as the best way forward. That 
way, the matter of why a particular area is declared open 
space is left up to the people it impacts the most. 

“It’s not our board saying this is important, 
it’s the citizens of the town of Marion saying this is 
important,” Rockwell voiced, supporting the survey 
wholeheartedly. 

The next meeting of the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission was not set at adjournment. 


Falmouth Sets Example 
Marion Affordable Housing Trust

Marion Affordable Housing Trust Chairperson 
Terri Santos encouraged attending members Nancy 
McFadden, Tangi Thomas and Minhtram Tran to take a 
spin on the housing page of Falmouth’s website for some 
ideas to consider as the Marion committee broke for the 
summer on Tuesday night. 

Santos acknowledged that the cape-side town 
has “different housing needs” but felt it beneficial to pour 
over the site, read Falmouth’s mission statement and 
display in order to perhaps incorporate some aspect into 
Marion’s website. 

The members received the advice favorably and 
even mused about a visit over the Bourne Bridge to look 
around the Town of Falmouth. 

Marion’s Affordable Housing Trust is very much 
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under construction, having gone through significant 
changes in its membership and leadership over the 
past year, and a major portion of the effort has been in 
establishing a housing production plan. 

Santos had hoped that the trust would have 
received the final report on the plan from the Barrett 
Planning Group for Housing Community Engagement 
Services and Community Engagement Services Focus 
Group in time for Tuesday’s meeting, but the agenda was 
limited to housecleaning items. 

The trust voted to pay a $16,000 bill related to the 
report, along with $151.47 to the Southeastern Regional 
Planning and Economic Development District (GRPEDD); 
Santos said there is still a contract balance for SRPEDD to 
finish out the plan. 

By September, she said, she hopes to have that 
information and know more about the Lockheed Martin 
property, which is integral to the long-range development 
plans in Marion. 

Due at its next meeting for reorganization, the 
Affordable Housing Trust scrapped its July 15 meeting in 
favor of reconvening on Tuesday, September 13, at 6:00 
pm. The meeting will be held in person with a possible 
hybrid component. 


‘The Bogs’ Receive Restoration Conditions 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The 13,500 acres off Acushnet Road dubbed 
The Bogs is a Buzzards Bay Coalition property that has 
become a favorite place to recreate. It has been the BBC’s 
plan since obtaining the former cranberry bogs to restore 
some 64 acres to a more natural state and then let Mother 
Nature take it from there. 

On June 13, members of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission met with BBC’s Restoration 
Ecologist Sara Quintal and Natural Resource Specialist 
Adriene Dunk of GZA GeoEnvironmental, Inc., who gave 
an in-depth, hour-long presentation highlighting the 
design and water flow planning that will be employed 
this summer when restoration work begins at The Bogs. 

Central to the design are water features that

will return naturally, the engineers explained, once the 
manmade ditches, dikes and flumes are replaced with 
habitat-friendly islands. Historically, the bogs were 
watered using regulated water flows from Tubb Mill 
Brook. The plans presented on Monday illustrated that 
water reaching the site from Tubb Mill Brook will be 
absorbed in a naturalized process via recharging into 
swamps and other woodland features, Quintal and Dunk 
explained. 

The elaborate engineering plans drafted by GZA 
revealed the removal of barriers so that fish and other 
wildlife can move freely and that there will be no change 
to flood-flow hydrology, eliminating downstream impact. 
The restoration is planned to enable greater habitat for 
the Eastern Box Turtles and other wildlife, maximizing 
natural freshwater wetland structures, restoring the 
natural hydrology, and encouraging native-plant diversity 
and trail linkage for enhanced visitor recreational 
experiences, the team stated. 

The presentation also showed the vast number 
of regulatory agencies that will have oversight of the 
project along with local permits that Quintal hoped 
to receive during Monday’s meeting. Those agencies 
include Massachusetts Natural Heritage and Endangered 
Species Program, Clean Water Act, U.S. Army Corps, 

U.S. Environmental Protection Agency for stormwater 
pollution control, and MassDEP Waterways Regulation 
Program. 
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Brandon Faneuf, Mattapoisett’s consulting 
environment agent, pointed out the commission’s 
oversight would be informed by not only conditions they 
would impose on the project but also the other agencies’ 
purviews, and that such controls would aid in protecting 
public and private water supplies, groundwater 
protection, storm-damage protection, protection of 
shellfish and fisheries and wildlife-habitat protection. 

“You are checking all the boxes,” Faneuf said. 
Quintal emphasized the point saying, “...our goals are for 
a self-sustaining site that can do its thing.” 

Both Select Board member Jodi Bauer and abutter 
Bruce Cobb expressed concerns that Tinkham Pond water 
levels would be impacted. It was explained by both 
Quintal and Dunk that water flowing into the 64 acres of 
former cranberry bogs in question were not watered by 
Tinkham Pond but by Tubb Mill Brook, a deviated stream. 
Cobb said several times that it was his hope the natural 
beauty of the pond area would not be harmed by draining 
into the BBC property. He was assured that Tinkham 
Pond is not part of the project and would in no way be 
negatively impacted. 

The restoration project application by the BBC 
was conditioned by a unanimous vote of the commission. 
In other business, a Notice of Intent filed 

by Emmjay Realty Trust, 13 Industrial Drive, for the 
construction of concrete pad supports, stormwater 
drainage features and restoration of eroded slopes was 
conditioned. 

Requests for Determination of Applicability 
receiving negative determinations were granted to: 
Andrew O’Shaughnessy, 88 Aucoot Road, for the 
expansion of a patio; Michael Prestileo, 3 Indian Avenue, 
for the construction of deck and patio as well as outdoor 
shower and new stoop with steps; William and Debra 
Poutsiaka, 4 Maple Road, for the construction of raised 
timber planting boxes and Randolf Alexander, 7 Wolf 
Island Road, for the renovation of a single-family home 
and landscape features. 

Commission Chairman Michael King asked for 
an Enforcement Order be sent to the property owners 
at 16 Harbor Beach Road with the installation of an 
unpermitted storage tank. An Enforcement Order was 
also ordered for unpermitted landscaping at property 
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located at the corner of Harbor Beach and Shore roads. 

King also asked Faneuf if he was willing to 
spend two half-days per week in the Conservation office 
until such time as a replacement can be hired for retiring 
employee Maryann DeCosta. Faneuf said he would, 
adding, “Glad to help the town.” 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, June

Busy Start to Boating Season 
Marion Marine Resources Commission

It’s been two weeks since the post-Memorial Day 
summer boating season started, and already the Marion 
harbormaster and staff are keeping very busy. 

“It’s just been super busy since the season began,” 
Assistant Harbormaster Dave Wilson reported to the 
Marine Resources Commission at its June 13 meeting in 
the police station conference room. “It’s been an absolute 
slam.” 

He told the board that at one point the 
department received seven telephone calls for assistance 
in a six-hour interval. “And we've had two mayday calls 
back to back,” he said. “But we are handling it.” 

Commission Chairman Vin Malkoski asked if 
Marion Harbor’s fleet of fishing boats has diminished, 
considering the current rising cost of fuel. 

Wilson said no. He also said there were no reports 
of gas being stolen from a harbor boat or facility this 
season, at least not yet. 

The good news Wilson added is that Andrew 
Miller, a Massachusetts Maritime Academy graduate, has 
once again signed on to assist the department during the 
summer. 

The report highlighted a meeting shortened 
by the fact Harbormaster Isaac Perry and Deputy 
Harbormaster/Shellfish Officer Adam Murphy were 
unable to attend. 

“They usually run the meeting,” Malkoski 
remarked. 

The MRC set its next meeting for Monday, July 
18, at 7:00 pm, changing its venue to the Music Hall. 


EMC Looks to Make Marion a Climate Leader 
Marion Energy Management Committee

The Marion Energy Management Committee 
has made no secret of its desire to see the town’s two 
major construction projects, the new Marine Center at 
Island Wharf and the new Department of Public Works 
operations center at Benson Brook, go green, as in net- 
zero energy. 

Monday’s public meeting was only the latest 
platform for this discussion, and the EMC is trying 
hard to get its message heard, not only in terms of 
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environmental concerns related to climate change 

and what it sees as an enormous opportunity to be a 
grassroots-level leader in a trend away from fossil fuels, 
but also in terms of economics. 

EMC Chairman Christian Ingerslev told the 
committee on Monday that Town Administrator Jay 
McGrail is aware of the committee’s belief that net-zero 
energy will save more in lifetime costs than it will cost the 
town in up-front expense. 

“It’s a question of which one of these wins,” said 
Ingerslev. 

EMC member Bill Saltonstall was impressed 
with mini-split heat pumps used in Plymouth’s recent 
construction project and noted its attractive architectural 
design, but Saltonstall said the concern now is a lack of 
power. “We really don’t have enough of our own electric 
power for our municipal facilities in Marion. I’m still 
interested in putting some solar somewhere,” he said. 

Saltonstall said that the heat pump yet to be 
installed at the Community Center has been held back by 
a delay on the delivery of equipment but that Facilities 
Manager Shaun Cormier thinks it can be installed by the 
end of the summer. Saltonstall also reported Cormier’s 
suggestion that a heat pump replace the oil-fired boiler 
at Fire Station No. 2 on Point Road. But, as Saltonstall 
reported, that station does not have a source of electrical 
power. 

Saltonstall is trying to identify new projects that 
would qualify for Green Communties grant funding. 

Being a new construction, the Marine Center is 
not eligible, but the piecemeal work on the Town House, 
including a budgeted $250,000 for heat pumps for the 
entire building is drawing his attention. Saltonstall said 
the quote came in at twice the amount that was budgeted. 

Given the Town House’s heat emanates from a 
gas-fired boiler, Saltonstall suggested the EMC go back 
to Energysource to do the study. He has also identified 
the new energy-efficient transformers at Sippican School 
as another project warranting evaluation for Green 
Communities eligibility. 

“We don’t have a definite answer as to how the 
town can provide additional solar power or additional 
electric power use,” said Saltonstall, reporting that 
McGrail indicated that the town has new legal people 
working on that issue. 

The EMC’s long-standing effort to bring a 
solar array to the Benson Brook landfill is running up 
against escalating costs. The committee is waiting on 
final numbers before deciding on whether to go ahead. 
Ingerslev said that if lease payment drops, the project 
may not be worthwhile. 

According to committee member Alanna Nelson, 
Eversource says it will cost $750,000 to bring the project 
onto the grid. Who bears the cost can be negotiated, but 
negotiations are a double-edged sword because, the more 
the developer has to pay, the less it will have remaining to 
pay a lease to the town. 
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“We've got to start planning for the power we’re 


going to need for the heat pumps,” said Saltonstall, who 

said he still does not understand why the town cannot 

proceed with solar under a lease agreement. He pointed 

to towns on Cape Cod constructing solar canopies atop Site Preparation

parking lots and active cranberry bogs. Sewer & Water 

Ingerslev said that McGrail thinks the EMC 
should plan on carports and solar panels at the police 
station on Route 6, the lingering question being how to 
fund it. Nelson said the parking lot at the station is not 
large enough for a lease agreement. 

The EMC also discussed Marion’s Multi-Hazard Driveway Refresh 
Mitigation Plan status, noting the need for signage. 
Marum said that people evacuating need to have a 
destination, “a secure, unobstructed route” without 508-748-2060 
culverts that would wash away. She suggested that the 
committee seek assistance from the Southeastern Regional eat

On Tuesday afternoon, Tata & Howard engineer 
Jon Gregory presented a $315,000 services agreement 
for the design and bidding of the Mattapoisett Water 
Treatment Plant upgrade that the engineering firm has 
been working on for years with the Mattapoisett River 
Valley Water District Commission. 

“We're ready to go ahead and execute this 
agreement,” said Gregory. “This is the full-scale design 
and bidding services agreement for the plant upgrade.” 

Gregory summarized the agreement as split 
into two projects: procurement (a means to purchase the 
ultra-filtration equipment approved by the commission 
for installation at the plant) followed by the overall full 
design of the upgraded plant, including specifications for 
the installation of the new Puron filtering system and all 
associated upgrades. 

Some aspects of that phase include subsequent 
work and subcontracting with an electrical engineer and a 
structural consultant for the storage of “hefty” equipment

In updating the Rochester School Committee 
on the town’s School Improvement Plan during the 
committee’s June 1 public meeting, Rochester Memorial 
School Principal Derek Medeiros identified pillars of the 
larger district’s overall Strategic Plan 2023. 

He focused on project-based learning and 
opportunistic implementation of what he called the four 
C’s. By working together on projects, children learn how 
to collaborate, think critically and communicate. 

The Old Rochester Regional School District’s MOVEMENT ACADEMY 
plan is a “Theory of Action” that outlines how to provide 
life and career skills for its students via “rigorous and 
relevant curriculum” and “multiculturalism, diversity and 
global awareness” using “evidence-based approaches.” 

How that applies to elementary-school students is 
through project-based learning opportunities provided by 
teachers, specialists and administrators with experiences 
designed to target content and process according to age. 

Medeiros said he and Assistant Principal Charles 
West will work on evaluation of lesson plans and results. 

A key, 21st-century skill learned during the 
pandemic was becoming proficient in Zoom technology. 
Coming out of the pandemic, Medeiros talked about 
various ways in which the pandemic impacted progress 
in key social areas. 

In pointing how well RMS students acclimated 
back to normal life in school, Medeiros credited teachers, 
saying that, “None of that happens without relationship 
building.” Students were comfortable asking questions 
and taking direction.

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“That was key for us because we knew that 
hybrid and Zoom was definitely going away,” he said. 

Another pillar Medeiros identified was training 
in “responsive classroom” programs designed to evaluate 
students’ needs and address areas that need support. 
Panorama survey and Kaleidoscope are two tools that 
teachers use to measure data and identify areas of need. 

Late in the meeting, Medeiros updated the 
committee on RMS’s literacy campaign, outlining the 
process and interaction with the state Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Education (DESE.) 

Fire and evacuation training has been done 
with the guidance of the Rochester Police Department. 
Teachers are being trained to make sure certain doors 
are closed at certain hours, all part of a strategic plan to 
ensure safety at a volatile time. Training occurs under the 
acronym “ALICE,” which stands for Alert, Lockdown, 
Inform, Counter and Evacuate. 

Committee Chairperson Sharon Hartley discussed 
school safety and security, pointing to renovation of 
the RMS entry. “To see the effort that goes into that 
when you walk into our main office ... knowing that our 
school leaders and our office personnel are monitoring” 
illustrates the commitment to safety, she said. 

Hartley opened the meeting with a moment of 
silence for the affected families and community around 
the tragic shooting at the Robb Elementary School in 
Uvalde, Texas. 

“Tt takes a toll on the heart. I know my heart aches 
for all those families impacted by the tragedy in Texas,” 
said ORR Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson. “I 
think Mr. Medeiros did a nice job of explaining some of 
the work we’ve done recently, and although an event that 
happened in Texas is a reminder our efforts have been 
ongoing ... ALICE training is probably the least-fun type 
of work that we do. 

“We understand the different perspectives on it, 
but we also want to make sure our staff members and our 
students are as prepared as they possibly can be. ... I don’t 
have a doubt in me that our staff and our educators will 
do everything they can in those type of moments to make 
sure that student safety is their primary focus.”

RMS has double doors, noted Nelson, along with 
many security cameras and an updated alarm system. 
“We're fortunate to have those resources out of our 
operating budget,” he said. Nelson encouraged people 
who see things to reach out, ask questions and find out 
who anyone is that is not readily recognized. 

ORR’s Vision 2023 is in Year 4 of a five-year 
program, and come August or September the district will 
start planning for its next improvement cycle. RMS is 
classified as an update, being in Year 1 of a two-year plan. 

Early in the meeting, Hartley said she was happy 
and sad to recognize three retirements: Jane LaRue, who 


spent 18 years in food service at RMS; Kris Mathieu a 
third-grade teacher for 18 years; and instrumental music

Screwdriver. Starring AnnaClare Hicks and Charlie 
Farrell. Directed by Cairo Smith. Running time: 94 
minutes. No MPAA rating. 

The minimalist drama/ thriller Screwdriver, which 
starts doing the festival rounds this week, maintains 
a low, vibrating level of tension for almost its whole 
running time. Most of the tension is in the face of lead 
actress AnnaClare Hicks, who invests her character 
with vulnerability tied into self-hating anxiety. Hicks 
plays Emily, a young woman from down south whose 
marriage has suddenly fallen apart. Not knowing what 
to do, she takes a train to California to stay for a week 
or so with Robert (Charlie Farrell), a guy she remembers 
from high school. Robert is married to hard-charging 
corporate lady Melissa (Milly Sanders); it seems they both 
work at a mysterious company that involves a degree 
of psychological vetting. It’s not long before we begin 
to suspect this couple have more on their agenda than 
simply giving Emily a place to bunk. 

Screwdriver is essentially a three-hander — 
Emily’s estranged husband puts in a brief appearance 
— that might work just as well as a play. It’s sufficiently 
cinematic, though; director / co-writer Cairo Smith uses 
the wide, wide frame to convey Emily’s isolation in her 
hosts’ well-scrubbed home (between this and the recent 
Watcher, you may get the impression that white decor 
hides suffocating repression and control) and, here and 
there, disorienting jump cuts. Emily is left home alone a 
lot of the day while Robert and Melissa are out at work 
(another link to Watcher). When they return home, they 
seem very interested in Emily — as a person, or as a 
project? Melissa keeps pushing orange juice (probably 
drugged) onto Emily, while Robert runs psychological 
games on her in his office. 

The performances dovetail together organically; 
Charlie Farrell, who resembles a cross between Tom 
Cruise and Bradley Cooper (and uses some of Cruise’s 
unctuous speech patterns), provides a seemingly laid- 
back buffer against Milly Sanders’ high-strung, passive- 
aggressive Melissa. Then they seem to switch roles 
— he’s menacing, she’s nurturing. All of this reads to 
us like a concerted effort to keep Emily unsure of her 
perceptions, her allegiances, her very self. They seem to 
want to control her — early on, the forbidding Melissa 
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discourages Emily from leaving the house or smoking 
— and it seems they’ve done something similar in the 
past. Emily may not be the first wayward young woman 
they’ve tried to “rehab,” but she may be the last. 

Smith and co-writer Mia Vicino keep things 
ambiguous. The company we hear so little about, other 
than teasing bits of conversation about some trouble at 
the office, could be the root of the couple’s treatment 
(grooming?) of Emily. Or it could have nothing to do with 
this weird dynamic we watch taking shape. The shrewdly 
cast Farrell smuggles in a (timely) critique of Cruise and 
his involvement in Scientology; his patter sometimes has a 
familiar “Matt, you’re glib” cadence. There’s a fair amount 
of anti-God talk, steering the fundie-raised Emily towards 
a different conception of a supreme being. Ironically, the 
couple find it very important to emphasize to Emily that 
she’s free and is, in fact, her own god. Of course, they also 
set themselves up as the authority figures who tell her 
this. 


I’ve avoided using the word “cult,” because, 
although that seems to describe the ultimate villain 
here, there’s enough evidence that it possibly isn’t and 
that Smith and Vicino may have very cleverly caught us 
leaning the wrong way. Once I let go of that option and 
started focusing on the drama actually in front of me, the 
narrative played more smoothly (and more chillingly). 
Among other things, Screwdriver says that it really doesn’t 
matter who’s behind the process of rewiring Emily’s 
head; we can see it happening, and AnnaClare Hicks 
somehow communicates a woman progressively broken, 
with the shards pricking her on the inside. Smith keeps 
his camera on Hicks’ face, monitoring it for changes in 
temperament and emotional temperature. Screwdriver is 
a small, underpopulated thing, and a little more sense of 
Emily’s life before might have helped, but it’s sharp and 
memorable. And it all leads to one of the most intensely, 
frighteningly ironic images I’ve ever seen at the end of a 
movie. 
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teacher Christine Williamson. 

The committee voted to approve two leases, one 
being with the Countryside Child Care Center at the 
same rate as the 2021-22 academic year.

“I really feel like the kids need to see these 
positive messages given to them,” said Mathieu, who 
talked about greeting each and every individual child at 
school and thought the mural would add to that sense of 
belonging. 

June 1 was the final meeting of the committee for 
the 2021-22 school year and the last half day of system- 
wide professional development. 

During subcommittee reports, member Jason 
Chisholm reported from the ORR School Committee that 
member Joe Pires suggested the committee work to make 
the community aware of what constitutes membership on 
the school committee and what the committee does. 

Robin Rounseville reported on behalf of the 
READS subcommittee that DECA (ORR’s business club) 
was award $1,967 in grant funding, the “Light a Fire” 
music program was awarded $1,000, and the Garden 
program was funded $2,000. 

The committee voted to reaffirm Hartley as chair, 
upon which she emphasized the importance of maintain 
its team spirit. “We all have a flame, and everybody 
makes the difference and inspires us,” she said. The 
committee voted for Rounseville as vice chair. Diana 
Russo was voted as committee administrator and Russo 
and Toni Bailey as recording secretaries. 

RMS will once again be represented on the ORR 
School Committee by Jason Chisholm. Hartley and 
Rounseville will continue to represent Rochester on the 
Joint School Committee, and Rounseville will stay with 
the Tritown Education Foundation while Hartley will 
remain the town liaison.

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Principal Rose Takes Bow 
Mattapoisett School Committee 
By Jack MC Staier 

The June 13 meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee started off bittersweet, marking the end of 
Rose Bowman’s long and illustrious tenure as the town’s 
principal overseeing Center and Old Hammondtown 
elementary schools. 

Having gotten her start as a second-grade 
teacher in 1971, then in New Bedford Public Schools, 
Bowman first shifted into the Tri-Town area in 1986 
when she started teaching preschoolers at The Music 
Room in Mattapoisett. But she didn’t stop there. Old 
Hammondtown School welcomed her as its principal in 
1998, before Bowman shifting to Center School in 2008 
and finally taking a joint role at both schools in 2014. 

The School Committee recognized her 
contributions to Mattapoisett Schools, noting her 
dedication and kindness. One committee member 
noted that calling her a hard worker was the “biggest 
understatement of the century.” 

Several members of the committee gave 
impassioned speeches reminiscing on their first 
interactions with Bowman, as well as the subsequent 
years they worked together. One fondly recalled earning 
the nickname “Batman and Robin” from how often the 
pair were seen side by side. Each declamation was met 
with hearty agreement and applause from the room.

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Bowman was obviously touched by the 
outpouring of affection, her reaction only strengthened 
by the revelation that there will be a mural painted in the 
school in her honor.

Bowman summed up her feelings with “my deepest 
thanks to all of the wonderful people with whom I have 
had the pleasure of sharing these years.” 

The committee reviewed the SMEC Lease 
for the 2022-23 school year, received an update from 
administration about the School Improvement plan 
which is moving slowly but on schedule and discussed 
an update to the Student Handbook that includes fees 
for damaged or lost electronics, as well as a $25 annual 
insurance plan that would negate fees for students that 
opt in. The committee discussed fee waivers for students 
and families that may need them. 

A more somber note was struck when discussing 
crisis plans for the schools. As each school building’s 
layout is different, the individual crisis plans will differ as 
well, being tailored to the individual schools. However, 
the core of the plans will follow the same protocols. 

The scheduled restructuring of the committee 
for the 2022-23 academic year resulted in no changes, as 
James Muse will continue as the committee chairperson 
with Carly Lavin in the vice-chair role per committee 
vote. Diana Russo of the ORR Central Office will continue 
as secretary, and she and Toni Bailey will split the duties 
of recording secretary. 

The Mattapoisett School Committee will not meet 
until the 2022-23 school year. The next meeting of the Joint 
School Committee will take place on Monday, June 27, at 
6:30 pm in a hybrid format.

Fun food fact- in 1885, according to the Statistics 
of the Industry of Massachusetts, Marion had a robust 
farm economy with 30 acres of rye, 36 acres of potatoes, 
2800 apple trees, cash crops of onions, turnips and carrots 
and more. In the century before the 1700’s, people had to 
grow food for their own survival. A century later, by the 
late 20th century, people mostly shopped at supermarkets 
where fresh foods were flown, floated and trucked from 
California, Mexico, and South America and beyond. Food 
availability has changed as economics have changed. 
Raising food is not easy. People with pocket money 
choose to buy rather than grow. 

Improvements in transportation made food 
grown thousands of miles away cheap and easy to enjoy. 
The trend to expand the distance between grower and 
eater continued until the Great Depression when supply 
chain issues left crops in rail cars to rot while people 
starved. 

In the dark days of a broken economy and world 
war, our town turned to Victory Gardens. In the mid 
1940’s, the clip clop clip clop of the plow horse traveling 
along Converse Road would draw children to gather and 
watch with glee as the horse and driver plowed and then 
harrowed one yard after another. Those Victory Gardens 
raised a bounty of food and fed the hungry while WWII 
raged on. They were watered with town water, which was 
pure, plentiful, and cheap. Water is essential for growing 
crops, and the technology of delivery has changed over 
time. The century before Victory Gardens, crops were 
watered by well, water tank and windmill, as seen in old 
photos. Today, water is full of growth inhibitors and a 
little expensive for most people to use on a garden. 

‘Grow local’, ‘Know Farmers, Know Food. No 
farmers, no food’, CSA’s, and the fifty mile diet have 
many of us thinking about where our food comes from. 
Even with many people willing to pay a premium for 
local food, the economics of raising food are harsh.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society

On June 12, the Rochester Historical Society led 
a tour of the Rochester Cemetery, which I previously 
mentioned is a private not a municipal burying ground. We 
realized as we prepared for the tour that we would only be 
able to cover a portion of the cemetery. While we may well 
do another tour at a later date, 1 wanted to mention some of 
the gravestones that piqued my curiosity. 

One of the first things I noticed as I walked the 
cemetery was the fragility of some of the oldest stones. 
Because the early markers were often made of stone that 
was easy to carve (without today’s tools), the stones were 
easily worn away by time and weather. Gravity and lichens 
have also affected stones making it hard to identify who is 
buried there. 

Walking and reading various monuments, I’m 
always stopped by the ones that tell a story. There are many 
captains and for some it is a military rank while for others, 
it signals a life on ships, like Capt. Samuel Lombard, who 
died at sea in 1795 in his 40th year. Their tombstones tell of 
lives lost by drowning or far from home. John G. Mendell 
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drowned in Manilla in 1871. Samuel Tripp Braley died in 
1870 and is buried in Mahe, Seychelles Islands in the Indian 
Ocean. Charles A. Mendell, a member of the same family 
died in California in 1855. Another Mendell, William H. who 
was born in Rochester in 1832, died in London in 1895. 

As I make my way through the rows of stones, Iam 
painfully aware of how many wars our country has fought 
and the high price that so many families have paid. There 
is Barnabas Clark whose inscription reads simply,” soldier 
of the Revolution”. Some of these soldiers came home, 
often with the physical or mental scars of war, while others 
weren’t so fortunate. Ebenezer Hathaway died in a hospital 
in Annapolis in 1865. 

Many of the messages carved into these old 
stones make me want to know more of the person’s story. 
What took Capt. W. Claghorn to North Carolina where he 
died in Cape Fear in 1798 or Elisha Sherman who died at 
Washington. North Carolina in 1806. Then there are the ones 
that are a bit of a puzzle as the family tombstone that begins 
with Thomas Smith interred in Oak Grove Cemetery in New 
Bedford. 

All these memorials have one thing in common: 
the wish to keep the memory of a loved one alive, no matter 
where they died or are buried. That’s true whether it’s an 
obelisk that lists father, mother and several offspring of a 
family or a solitary grave such as that of Thomas Arthur 
Clarke, which reads,” In memory of Thomas Arthur Clarke 
of Manchester, England 1860-1933.
